It  is  a  great 
railroad  centre,  a  point  where  oc in  borne  commerce  is  tran- 
shipped for  distribution  throughout  Canada. and whereCanadian  pro- 
ducts are  hjaded  on  shipboard  for  transmission  overseas  I'owerful 
financial  institutions  line  its  down  town  thoroughfares,  while  its 
shopping  district  is  in  keeping  with  the  size  an<i  importi  nte  of  its 
population,  lamous  cathedrals  and  churches,  notable  educational 
institutions,  commodious  hotels,  modern  place;-  of  amusement,  alt 
contribute  to  rcnde  Montreal  an  attractive  place  of  residence  or 
temporary  sojourn. 

In  leaving  the  city,  the  trave'ler  encounters  at  o.  e  one  of  the 
modern  marvels  of  engineerin-?  skill,  -the  famous  Mount  Koya!

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rastful,  the  hroad  waters  of  the  Ottuwa  HowinR  past  in  the  fore- 
ground and  beyond,  the  broken  and  wooded  hilla,  bathed  in  the 
beautiful  blue  haze  for  which  the  I.aurenlians  iire  noted. 

'T'he  route  is  replete  with  historic  interest,  for.  from  tlie  days 
of  Charnplain  right  down  Ut  modern  times,  the  Ottawa  was  the  main 
artery  of  communication  between  the  sea  and  the  vast  interior  ol 
the  continent.  On  its  bosom  have  been  carried  the  canoes  of  manv 
notable  explorers  and  voyageurs  of  by-gone  days.  Champlain 
Koberval,  Johette.  La  Salle.  Duluth.  Radisson.  Marquette, 
Rrebcuf.  Lalament.  Verendrye,  and  scores  of  others.  And  so  the 
railway  stretches  on  through  rich  alluvial  Hats  that  border  the  river, 
past  Treadwell.  Jessop's  Falld.  Wendover  and  Clarence,  info  Rock 
land. 

Rockland  is  a  busy  and  picturestjue 
lumbering  town  of  3.5(M)  population, 
created  by  the  enterprise  of  Senator 
W.  C.  Kdwards,  who  operates  a  large 
sawmill  on  the  river.  Bevond.  the  line 
passes  Cumberland,  another  pretty  river-side  village,  and  Orleans, 
noted  for  Its  charming  suburban  homes;  then,  ten  miles  farther  on, 
the  Rideau  River  is  crossed,  and  Ottawa  is  reached  at  Central 
Station.

L)ominion  of  Canada,  Ottawa 

IS  a  very  beautiful  and  attractive  city.      Its  central  section,  sur- 
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iiiuuntcd  hy  the  fine  (jotliic  pile  uf  the  new  Parliament  Buildings. 
stands  on  a  hill  overlookinR  the  river.  The  Ciovernment  has  done 
much  for  its  beautification  in  ihe  way  of  building  driveways,  laying 
out  parks,  and  otherwise  cultivating  its  natural  charms.  It  is 
blessed  with  line  hotels,  attractive  shops,  up'todate  theatres, 
museums.  libraries,  and  various  government  inatitutions.  which 
render  It  a  .source  of  pleasure  and  delight  to  every  visitor.  R.f  pecially 
during  the  season  when  Parliament  is  in  session,  and  the  city  is 
thronged  with  people  from  all  parts  of  the  Dominion,  is  Ottawa  a 
place  of  unusual  attraction.  In  addition  to  its  legislative  and  kin- 
dred interests,  the  city  lays  claim  to  being  an  important  manufac- 
turing centre,  and  its  lumber  and  paper  products  are  famous  through- 
out the  country  In  Chaudiere  Palls  it  possesses  abundant  power, 
the  Ottawa  River  having  a  greater  volume  in  the  sp'ing  of  the  year 
than  the  Niagara-  The  city's 'population  is  now  in  the  neighborhood 
of  125.000. 

LeavingOltawa  (Central  Station), 
Kideail  Junction  Alt      289.0     a  short  run  is  made  to  Rideau  Jet. 

This  is  an  important  divisional 
I>oint,  where  the  line  to  Foron to  branches  off.  The  Rideau  River  close 
by  was  made  navigable,  through  its  chain  of  lakes  and  series  of  short 
canals,  to  Kingston  on  Lake  Ontario  over  a  hundred  yerrs  ago. 
Built  before  the  days  of  the  steam  railway,  the  Rideau  Canal,  as 
it  is  called,  was  originally  intended  as  a  military  highway,  suggested 
by  the  difficulty  of  getting  supplies  and  troops  from  Montreal  to 
the  Great  Lakes  during  the  War  of  IHI2  as  being  a  route  well 
beyond  the  United  States  boundary.  The  canal  has  never  been 
of  real  commercial  value,  since  the  subsequent  construction  of  the 
St.  Lawrence  Canals  and  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  diverted  what 
little  traffic  it  did  handle.  However,  it  has  always  been  maintained 
m  navigable  condition,  and  its  historic  interest,  the  massive  con- 
struction of  its  numerous  locks,  which  even  yet  show  little  sign 
of  wear,  and  the  scenic  beauties  along  its  route,  combine  to  give 
it  a  special  interest  of  its  own.  The  Rideau  country  is.  indeed,  a 
paradise  for  the  summer  tourist  and  the  cottager.

From  Rideau  Junction,  the  hne  con- 
tinues in  a  south-westerly  course  white 
the  main  line  swings  more  to  the 
Northward.  Near  Faliowfield  the  Jock 
River,  one  of  the  principal  tributaries 
of  the  Rideau,  is  crossed.  Richmond 
is  one  of  the  earliest  settlements  in  the 
Ottawa  Valley,  and  an  agricultural  town  of  some  importance. 
Gradually  ascending  from  here  the  line  enters  the  Limestone  coun- 
try, and  surmounting  a  low  flat-topped  ridge,  reaches  the  important 
town  of  Smith's  Falls, 

Originally  owing  its  existence  to  a  waterfa'  on  which  a  small 
mill  was  erected,  the  site  became  necessary  to  the  Rideau  Canal 
system  of  navigation  and  here  locks  were  built.  Smith's  Falls  is 
now  an  important  railway  and  manufacturing  centre  and  one  of 
Ontario's  seats  of  the  agricultural  implement  industry.

1. 1)111  hardy    Alt.  429,(1      I.mf  has  greatly  bettered  the  fatilitien  for 

reachinif  ihe  heart  of  the  district  and  the 
Kideau  Lakes  with  all  their  possiliilities  for  sailing  and  hoating,  will 
in  the  near  future  perform  a  more  imijorlant  part  in  the  recreation 
ground,s  of  North  America. 

f*ort!and  is  in  itself  quite  popular  and  is  a

Lakes. 
'I'he  Brockviile  and  Westport  Railway,  now 
Horfiir  Alt.  421  0  pan  of  the  Canadian  National  Railways' 
System  cro.sses  the  main  line  at  i-'orfar.  This 
branch  gives  access  lo  Brockviile.  a  most  beautifully  situated  town 
on  (he  banks  of  the  .St.  Lawrence,  just  where  the  river  leaves  the 
Lake  of  the  Thousand  Islands.  In  the  other  direction  is  the  |)retty 
little  town  of  Wesl[X)rt.  on  the  Upper  Rideau  Lake,  and  the  village 
of  NewlKjro  on  the  summit  level  of  the  Canal.

beautiful  sylvan  lakes  so  characteristic  of  this  region,  Chalfey's 
Locks  IS  a  veritable  beauty  spot  to  the  left  is  the'Opinicon  Lake 
and  to  the  right  Mud  Lake,  both  dotted  with  wooded  islands 
Connecting  them  is  a  winding  river  with  a  lock,  and  over  all  wave 
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the  sombre  pines.  Then  follows  a  ten  mile  ride  through  a  wilder- 
ness of  rocks  and  swampa  and  pretty  lakes  to  Perth  Road  on  the 
main  highway  to  the  town  of  Perth  from  the  old  City  of  Kingston. 
A  deposit  of  mica  has  been  worked  for  some  years  in  this  neighbor- 
hood and  the  mill  can  be  seen  close  to  the  track. 

A  few  more  miles  of  the  Laurentian  country 
Sydenham  Alt.  437  0     and  the  limesic»ne  is  again  in  evidence,  and 
after  skirting  the  shores  of  a  beautiful  take, 
the  pretty  town  of  Sydenham  is  reached. 

Climbing  a  limestone  escarpment 
IlarruWKmith  Alt.  491.0  3  miles  further  west,  the/e  is  another 
462.0  beautiful  view  of  the  lake  and  its 
412.0  outlet  stream.  At  Harrowsmith  the 
J52 . 0  Kingston  and  Pembroke  Railway,  a 
324.0  branch  of  the  C.P.R.,  is  crossed,  and 
262,0  seven  miles  further  on.  at  Yarker  on 
252, 0  the  Napanee  River,  is  the  Bay  o' 
258.0  Quinte  Railway,  now  absorbed  by  the 
263 . 0  Canadian  National  Railways.  The 
valley  of  the  Napanee  River  is  now 
followed  past  the  villages  of  Camden  and  Newburg  to  the  old  town 
of  Napanee.  Seven  miles  further  is  Deseronto.  a  manufacturing 
town  of  some  importance,  on  the  Bay  of  Quinte.  The  shores  of 
this  beautiful  bay  are  skirted  for  many  miles,  and  after  passing 
Shannonville  and  the  great  Lehigh  cement  plant  on  its  shores,  the 
city  of  Belleville,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Miora  Rivei .  is  reached. 
Belleville  is  an  important  distributing  point  not  only  for  its  own 
county,  but  for  much  of  the  adjoining  one  of  Prince  Edward. 
Belleville  has  a  population  of  over  10.000.  with  many  handsome 
buildings  and  an  excellent  hostelry.  Trenton  is  another  important 
point  at  the  mouth  of  the  Trent  River  and  the  head  of  the  Trent 
\  -tlley  Navigation  connecting  Lake  Ontario  with  Georgian  Bay  on 
Lake  Huron.  Incidentally  much  waterpower  has  been  placed 
under  control  and  promises  to  make  of  Trenton  a  town  of  consid- 
erable manufacturing  importance.  The  Canadian  National  brings 
in  the  produce  ot  the  country  for  100  miles  north,  and  also  from 
Prince  Edward  County  to  the  south.  The  navigation  of  Lake 
Ontario  passes  its  threshold  and  the  Trent  Canal  connects  it  with 
Peterboro  and  the  country  tc  the  west.  The  population  is  four 
thousand. 

Leaving  now  the  Bay  of  Quinte.  the  line 
Alt.  319.0     ascends  to  a  somewhat   higher  level,  and 
534.0     passes  through  the  towns  of  Brighton  and 
294  0     Colborne.  and  the  village  of  Crarton.    This

Quebec  side  of  the  river,  but  here  a  hnal  crossing  is  made  into 
Ontario. 

PortHTc  du  F'ort  is  u  picturesque  little  town  at  the  foot  of  a 
formidabi-;  series  of  rapids  and  falls  with  a  combined  drop  of  about 
l(K)  feet.  In  the  old  pioneer  days  a  seven  mile  portage  led  to  Bryson 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next  navigable  stretch  above,  -hence  the 
name  "Portrtge  of  the  Strong."  no  weaklings  being  tolerated  in  the 
vicinity.  In  those  days,  navigation  was  by  bark  canoe,  and  com- 
mencing with  the  voyage  of  Champlain  over  three  hundred  years 
ago,  a  steady  stream  of  these  picturesque  craft  went  back  and  forth, 
to  and  from,  the  far  flung  trading  posts  of  Lake  Huron  and  Lake 
Superior.  No  wonder  the  history  of  the  Ottawa  River  is  replete 
with  interest  and  romance.  ;ind  that  its  course  is  marked  every  mile 
or  two  by  names  conferred  by  the  (-"rench  voyageurs. 

After  the  voyageurs  came  the  lumbermen,  holding  sway  for 
three-quarters  of  a  century,  and  adding  much  to  the  history  and 
nomenclature  of  the  river.  Their  great  rafts  of  squared  timber,  a 
couple  of  acres  in  area,  dotted  over  with  little  sleeping  cabins, 
dominated  by  the  central  cooking  caboose  with  its  open  fire,  and 
manned  by  a  crew  of  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  giants  in  slouched 
hats,  spiked  boots  and  brilliant-hf-'d  neckwear,  were  almost  as  pic- 
turesque and  unique  as  a  brigade  o.  gr-sdl  biith  Canoes  sweeping  up  the 
river,  with  its  fifty  voyageurs  straining  at  their  paddles  to  the  strains 
of  "En  Roulant  ma  Boule"  or  "La  Claire  Fontaine."      However.

Within  the  boundaries  of  the  Park  lie  nearly  a  thousand  beautiful 
lakes:  most  of  these  have  been  located  on  the  Government  maps, 
but  there  are  numerous  smaller  ones  that  have  not  been  in<licated.

Porcupine  and  Cochraric:  the 
northern  terminim  of  the  Northe  n  Division  of  the  (irand  Trunk 
Kailway.  and  a  divisional  point  on  the  trunst'-nlinenlttl  line  of  the 
CP.R.  Thirty-five  yearn  ago  it  was  litde  more  than  a  small  clearing 
on  the  edge  of  the  l.ake.  Its  wonderful  growth  i«  an  evidence  of 
what  transportation  facilitien  can  accomplish  wlien  coupled  with  the 
natural  re«>urces  of  a  virgin  country  With  the  ex'ension  of  the 
T.  fit  N.O.  to  Hudson's  Bay  and  all  that  that  implies,  with  the  ex 
plurulMH  and  development  work  that  is  going  on  t,iroughoul  the 
north  country;  with  the  possible  construction  of  the  »,iei-»rgian  Bay 
Canal,  connecting  the  tireat  Lakes  with  the  Ottawa  F  .  er.  North 
Bay  seems  destined  to  have  a  great  future.  It  hai  ^i  present  a 
population  of  about  8.000. 

The  Canadian  National  Railways'  line  traverses  the  town  by 
viaduct  just  north  of  the  main  thoroughfare,  and  the  station,  cen- 
trally located,  is  one  of  the  principal  landmarks.  Leaving  the  town 
the  railway  parallels  the  C.P.K., 
generally  at  a  slightly  higher  eleva- 
tion, for  the  next  ten  miles.  Lake 
Nipissing  is  ntdl  in  sight,  and  beauti- 
ful glimpses  of  it  between  hill  and  dale 
and  through  pine  groves  are  to  be 
had  &»  the  train  proceeds.  Near 
Meadov.'side,  the  track  bends  off  to- 
wards the  valley  of  the  Sturgeon  River. 
the  largest  feeder  of  the  lake,  and, 
crossing  it  near  Sandy  F-'alla,  at  mile 
ViR.  fn!!mv!i  it  r'nsely  for  the  next 
thirty  mile.

Soon_after  Lake  Wahnapitae  itself 
comes  into  sight,  the  railway  skirting  its  southern  shore.  Thence, 
threading  a  number  of  lakes  and  rocky  ridges,  it  emerges  on  the 
gravel  flats  of  Capreol  Junction.

Geologically,  the  valley  is  moat  interesting 
because  of  the  enormous  drift  that  has  been  carried  through  and 
piled  up  during  the  glacial  epoch.  The  debris  has  been  deposited, 
firbt  ^  huge  boulders  up  the  stream  and  then  as  the  gravel  flats 
aroui.i.  Capreol. 

hrom  Milnet  a  short  spur  branches  off  to  Sellwood,  where  the 
Moose  Mountain  iron  mines  on  the  west  branch  of  the  Vermilion 
are  located.  The  ore  from  these  mines  is  shipped  to  Key  Harbc" 
on  Georgian  Bay.  whence  it  is  transhipped  by  barges  for  smelting 
Beyond  Milnet  the  valley  becomes  even  more  picturesque,  narrow- 
ing to  a  veritable  gorge  or  canyon,  then  expanding  again  into  a 
series  of  very  beautiful  little  lakes. 


Passing  from  the  Vermilion  gorge,  the  track

point  of  departure  for  the  promising  new  Shining  Tree  mining  dis- 
trict, and  many  sportsmen  make  it  a  stopping  off  place  for  their 
expeditions  on  the  Opickinimika.  At  Ruel  itself  there  is  good  land 
and  much  timber,  so  that  a  little  settlement  has  grown  up  and  sup- 
plies for  the  sportsman  or  prospector  are  obtainable.  Krom  now 
on  the  line  traverses  a  big  game  country,  the  resources  of  which  have 
scarcely  been  touched.  Moose  ana  fur-bearing  animals  abound. 
Rivers  and  lakes  afford  the  finest  fishing  in  America  speckled 
and  lake  trout,  maskinonge.  bass,  pike  and  pickerel,  with  great 
quantities  of  white  fish  and  sturgeon  available  in  the  larger  lakes 
for  commercial  purposes.  All  these  altraction.s,  and  more,  are  de- 
scribed in  detail  in  the  Railways'  publication  "Where  to  f-'ish 
and  Hunt,"  to  which  special  attention  is  directed. 

Leaving  Ruel,  the  line  follows  the  Oshanagana  and  the  Muske- 
gogama  Rivers  downwards  to  Minnesinaqua  Lake.  This  lake, 
and  all  the  leading  rivers  and  lakes  for  the  next  3(M)  miles, 
discharge  into  Hudson  Bay.  The  Minnesinaqua  discharges 
into  the  Mattagami  River,  and  a  few  miles  down  stream  the 
long-established  and  important  fur-trading  post  of  the  Hudson's 
Bay  Company  at  Mattagami,  f-'rom  Ostrom,  on  the  west 
bank  of  the  lake,  the  line  ascends  the  Macaming  Rjver, 
and  then  leaving  it  crosses  the  end  of  Windegozegunzing  Lake, 
The  term  "Windego"  means  the  bad  spirit  which  plagues  the 
Indians,  and  is  responsible  for  all  their  bad  luck.  The  particular 
spirit  associated  with  this  lake  was,  after  a  furious  struggle,  drowned 
in  its  waters,  and  then  turned  into  a  rock,  the  legendary  stone  just 
showing  above  the  water  almost  under  the  railway  embankment. 
Report  has  it  that  it  was  a  descendant  of  this  fellow  who  upset  one 
of  the  canoes  of  the  survey  party  and  ended  the  career  of  a  very 
promising  young  Montrealer. 

Passing  a  number  of  other  very  pretty  lakes,  the  railway  at 
length  reaches  and  descends  into  the  valley  of  the  (i round  Hog  River, 
crossing  its  waters  at  mileage  555.  just  after  arriving  at  Kukatush,

The  Ground  Hog  is  one  of  several  large 
rivers  which  combine  to  form  the  Moose 
River.  Among  the  others  are  the  Abitibi, 
the  Mattagami,  the  Kapuskasing,  and 
the  Missinabi.  At  Kukatush.  it  is 
said,  ii  bloody  fight  occurred  years  ago  between  the  native 
Crees  of  the  Moose  River  basin  and  the  Iroc^uois,  who  sometimes 
crossed  Lake  Huron  and  penetrated  far  into  the  interior,  though 
they  seldom  got  as  far  north  as  this. 

Beyond  Kukatush.  the  railway  first  comes  into  contact  with  a 
corner  of  the  great  clay  bell  of  Northern  Ontario,  and  the  line, 
which  has  up  to  this  [xiint  been  running  more  north  than  west, 
now  bends  to  the  westward,  A  number  of  other  waterways  are 
(Tossed,  and  then  the  divisional  yard  at  holeyel  is  reached.

large  number  of  splendid  canoe  routes 
are  available.  Leaving  Foleyet,  the  track 
runs  into  the  midst  of  a  rocky  region, 
interspersed  with  numerous  lakes,  the 
whole  forming  a  section  of  much  scenic 
attraction.  A  little  farther  on  the  great 
clay  belt  is  again  touched  in  the  valley  of 
,  wf  ch  the  line  follows  down  to  Kapuskasing  Lake. 
Crossing  the  Kapuskasing  River,  which  flows  from  the  lake,  the  scenery 
changes  in  character.  Rock  cuts  become  comparatively  rare,  and  there 
is  much  arable  land  on  all  sides.  A  prominent  feature  in  the  landscape 
is  Mount  Horden,  an  isolated  hill  rising  out  of  the  plain  to  a  height 
of  500  feet  or  more,  and  named  after  the  ex-Bishop  of  Rupert's 
Land.    Near  the  station  of  Peterbell.  the  Missinabi    River  is  crossed.

Missinabi  means  "big  stone."  referring 
Alt.  1031  .0  probably  to  the  high  rock  bluff  on  the 
1019  0  lake  in  which  it  originates.  It  ia  the 
1045  0  largest  stream  crossed  by  the  railway  in 
1071  ,0  400  miles  of  country,  and  has  for  many 
1  137.0  years  been  one  of  the  best  canoe  routes  to 
1 164  0  James  Bay.  Many  a  brigade  of  canoes 
laden  with  furs  worth  thousands  of 
dollars  have  found  their  way  by  this  route  either  to  Moose  factory 
on  James  Bay  or  to  Montreal,  via  Michipicoten.  and  the  portages 
have  been  worn  smooth  by  the  feet  of  hundreds  of  trappers,  traders 
and  explorers.

It  interposes  a  natural  barrier  between 
east  and  west,  and  when  the  C.P.R.  engineers  were  locating  the 
route  of  that  railway,  they  spent  much  time  in  seeking  a  practicable 
route  past  it.  finally  being  forced  to  go  to  the  south  along  the  rough 
coast  of  Lake  Superior.  As  a  gathering  place  for  tribal  Indie  ^s, 
as  a  fur-trading  centre  for  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  for  upwards 
of  a  century,  and  as  a  post  more  recently  for  Revillon  Freres.  the 
great  irench  company,  Longlac  possesses  a  good  deal  of  historic 
interest.  Many  sportsmen  have  visited  these  regions,  and  writers 
of  note  have  written  most  interestingly  of  its  many  and  varied 
attractions.  The  railway  crossing  over  the  Kenogami  outlet  is  the 
most  northerly  point  touched  by  this  route  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railways  east  of  Winnipeg.

The  sourr-^  of  this  name  is  unmistakable,  and  needs  no 
explanation.  I'roin  here  to  F'aitloch.  the  line  follows  the  \  alley 
of  the  Rlackwator,  where  it  comes  within  sight  of  L>;ke  Nipigon. 
Nipigon  is  suppostc!  to  be  a  corruption  of  tlie  Indian  "Aweenipigo." 
or  "the  water  which  stretches  far."  and  that  is  precisely  tlie 
impression  that  is  obtained  as  its  wide  expanse  is  first  viewed  from 
an  elevation  of  nearly  one  hundred  feet,  It  presents  to  the  eye  a 
Vast  sheet  of  water  stretching  unbroken  to  th-  horizon,  except  for 
a  number  of  beautiful  wooded  islands  and  curving  points  of  land- 
I"he  Lake  is  touched  at  Orient  liay,  which' has  now  become  a  famous 
rendezvous  for  sportsmen.

At  Orient  Hay.  the  railway  has  erected  a  hostelry  for  sporlsmen. 
known  a.H  "Nipigon  Lodge."  an  annex  of  the  Prince  Arthur  Hotel 
at  Port  Arthur.  Ciuides  and  outfitters  are  available,  and  six>rl  of 
the  rarest  ma\'  he  promised  any  fisherman  who  cares  to  visit  these 
mo.s'  famous  ni  angling  water.s.  Here  the  spreckled  trout  are  large 
of  body,  fin  and  tail,  owing  to  ihc  great  volume  and  strength  of 
the  currents  with  which  they  must  contend,  ,ind  they  put  u|>  a  game 
fight. 

It  IS  customary  to  sjjeak  of  tlie  five  tireal  Lakes  of  the  St, 
Lawrence  syst»^m,  but  a  sixth  might  very  well  he  included,  for  Lake 
Nipigon  is  fully  half  as  large  as  Lake  Ontario.  It  is  un()UestionaMy 
the  main  source  of  the  St.  Lawrence.  Into  il  enipt\  many  rivers, 
whose  dark-colored  waters  luive  their  birlh  in  far-off  swamps. 
Out  of  it  flows  one  mighty  stream  of  crystal  purity,  the  Nipigon 
River,  which  goes  thundering  in  a  series  of  .superb  cascades,  through 
one  of  the  mast  piclurescpie  gorges  in  the  world,  to  Lake  Superior. 
240  feet  below  and  iO  miles  away. 

A  chang*^  in  the  character  of  the  rock  formation  is  now  apparent 
and  accompanying  it  appears  a  marked  difference  in  the  scenery. 
I  or  two  Hundred  miles,  before  reaching  Lake  Nipigon.  the  railway 
ran  through  low  rounded  hills  of  Lau rent ian  and  Huronian  rock.  Now. 
il  suddenly  encounters  the  "animike"  formation,  which  is  cliarac- 
terized  by  flat- topped,  vertical  mountains  of  basalt,  a  volcanic 
ovciflow  which  covers  most  of  the  country  between  this  point  and 
Port  Arthur.  This  basalt  is  very  hard,  and  has  resisted  denudation  to 
a  remarkable  extent.  Some  of  the  summits  rise  over  2,(MI()  feet 
above  sea  level,  and  are  the  highest  points  in  Ontario. 

The  scenery  now  becomes  rugi;ed  and  grand.  At  mileage  *JOi 
occurs  the  only  tunnel  on  the  main  line  between  Montreal  and  the 
Rock'es.  After  skirting  Orient  Fiay  for  several  miles,  the  track 
diverges  into  the  old  pre-giacial  channel  t)f  the  Nipigon  River, 
which  had  been  dammed  up  by  the  glacial  drift  in  much  the  same 
way  as  was  the  original  channel  of  the  Niagara  River,  and  comes 
out  upon  the  river  itself  at  mileage  9i6,  near  Cameron  Tails.  Here 
the  Ontario  Hydro  ("tectric  Commission  are  busy  harnessing  the 
latent  power  of  these  magnificent  rapids.  Construction  at  Cameron 
Pool  is  n.?arly  '■omplete,  and  soon  some  60.0(10  horse-power  will  be 
av  iilable  for  i  rning  the  wheels  of  industry  at  Port  Arthur  and  fort 
\T  dliam.  Other  power  plants  are  projected  both  above  and  below 
Cameron  latls.  In  the  stretch  of  river  between  Virgin  I  alls, 
at  the  outlet  from  Lake  Nipigon  and  Cameron  Pails,  a  distance  of 
about  thirty-five  miles,  some  200.000  liorsepower  is  in  sight, 
which  will  doubtless  be  developed  in  due  course.

in  the  transportation  life  of  the  country  is  paramount. 

The  Twin  Cities  have  a  spacious  outlook.  On  the  opposite  side 
of  Ihe  bay  rises  the  bold  rockv  promontory  of  Ihunder  Cape 
be.vond  which  lies  Silver  Islet.  Here,  years  ago.  silver  was  mined 
in  large  quantities,  though  operations  wire  finally  slopped  by  an 
influx  of  water.  Overlooking  the  harbor  is  Pie  Island,  a  mountain 
of  columnar  f>asalt.  with  MounI  Mackay  towering  to  the  west. 

Naturally,  one  of  the  most  interesting  fealures  of  the  Twin 
Cities  are  the  facilities  provided  for  the  transhipment  of  grain 
from  cars  to  ships,  and  this  is  effected  by  means  of  immense  eleva- 
tors. At  Port  Arthur  there  is  located  the  Canadian  National  Rail- 
ways terminal  elevator,  the  largest  consolidated  elevator  plant  in 
the  world,  with  a  total  capacity  of  10.000.000  bushels.  It  has  a 
track  capacity  of  )0  cars,  and  it  has  been  estimated  that  under  con 
dilions  of  urgency  600  cars  of  wheal  could  be  unloaded  in  a  day 
Wilh  cars  averaging  1,000  bushels,  this  feat  would  mean  the  ele- 
vating, weighing,  and  binning  of  600.000  bushels  within  the  twenty 
four  hours.
